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DETAILED ACTION 

• Examiner acknowledges applicant's amendment filed 6/7/2005. 

• Claims 1-20 are pending 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 3 5 U. S . C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) The invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-3, 7-10, 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(e) as being anticipated by Kuo et 
al. US 6,504,827. 

Regarding claims 1, 7, 9-10, 15, the claimed determining that a wireless communications 
device has discontinued transmission on an allocated channel is disclosed by discontinuous 
transmission technique in forward link. See column 1, lines 32-57, column 3, lines 64-67, 
column 4, and lines 1-15. The claimed extending the channel allocation to the wireless 
communications device after determining that wireless communications discontinued 
transmission is disclosed by base station (Figure 1, element 14-i) sends positive forward transmit 
flag at frame f indicating to mobile telephone that data will be transmitted in frame f+q over 
assigned F-SCH. The claimed terminating the channel allocation if channel allocation is not 
extended is disclosed by base station transmits negative forward transmit flag at frame f 
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indicating that not data will be transmitted over assigned F-SCH. See Figures 4-5, 7-8, column 
4, lines 10-56, columns 5-6 (the reverse link). 

Regarding claims 2, 7, 9, the claimed transmitting transmission rate control information 
to wireless communications device to which channel is allocated and extending channel 
allocation using transmission rate control information is disclosed by the discontinuous data 
transmission technique involving transmission of a flag over a control channel to indicate to 
recipient that transmitter has data frame to transmit and transmitter would not transmit unless 
recipient has indicated via another flag over a control channel in opposite direction that it is 
ready to receive. See column 1, lines 33-50. 

Regarding claims 3, 8, the claimed not extending the channel allocation by not 
transmitting transmission rate control information is disclosed by flag not sent by base station to 
mobile station with bad RF conditions existing between itself and mobile station. See column 4, 
lines 52-67, column 5, and lines 1-7. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claims 4-6, 1 1-14,16-20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. Prior art of record does not disclose, in single or in 
combination, the claimed changing the transmission rate using transmission rate control 
information as same time allocation is extended, sending secondary transmission rate 
information for determining rate for when channel allocation is extended, changing the 
transmission rate using polarity attribute of transmission rate control information used to extend 
allocation. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 6/7/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Examiner appreciates detailed description of the prior art. 

Applicant argues reference Kuo et al. does not disclose or discuss determining whether a 
mobile terminal has discontinued transmission. Applicant contends sending of a flag in Kuo is 
the not the same as extending a channel allocation, the flag is sent after determining when data 
may be sent not after determining that wireless communication device has discontinued 
transmission. 

Examiner respectfully disagrees. Examiner contends the claimed limitation of 
determining that a wireless communications device has discontinued transmission on an 
allocated channel and extending the channel allocation to wireless device is disclosed by Kuo et 
al. in discontinuous transmission technique involving transmission of flag over control channel 
by base station in frame f indicating to recipient that transmission will resume at frame f+q. This 
technique is utilized for conditions when there is bursty data transmission which Examiner 
believes teaches idea of discontinuous reception of data to recipient device i.e. determination that 
transmitting device has discontinued transmission. Examiner interprets extending of channel 
allocation as flag informing recipient device that additional data will be sent in a later frame. 

Applicant argues Kuo's flag does not teach claimed rate control information and is 
unrelated to rate information. Examiner respectfully disagrees and would like to point 
Applicant's attention to page 1 1 of instant specification referring to rate control information 
being a single bit having a polarity attribute (positive or negative) indicating extension of 
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channel. Examiner believes this is taught in Kuo with use of a forward dedicated control channel 
to transmit flags or indicate bits in frame f to device where a positive forward transmit flag 
having a value of 1 is transmitted to indicate data will be sent at frame f+q and negative flag with 
value of 0 means no data will be sent. See column 4, lines 1-25. 
Thus, rejection is maintained.
